DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's statements filed 9/10/07 with respect to the potential interference have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicants submit that the substituents on each 
silicon atom of the instant claims are not simultaneously the same C1-C4 monoalkylamino group 
whereas the compounds disclosed in the f 159 patent all have the same monoalkylamino group on 
the silicon atom. This argument is not convincing because claim 1 of the '159 patent clearly 
states that the monoalkylamino group substituents are independent. This means that claim 1 of 
'159 reads on each silicon atom not simultaneously being the same C1-C4 monoalkylamino 
group. 

2. The double-patenting rejection is withdrawn.
